For Chrift, who is the Truth, and Holy, and Pure, he Reigns 
in the Truth, and in his Grace: And therefore every Man and 
Woman, muſt with this Grace and Truth in their Hearts (which 
they have from Chriſt) feel, and ſee Chriſt's Reign, and Rule 
in-their Hearts: And Him in 'bis Heavenly Eternal everlaſting

Thirdly. 'Lor ts Prophet: 7oe at It 
corne to £47 in the la#t Dayes, That God will pour qut of his 
Spirit upon all Fleſh, &c. Foel 2. 28. We nn 

And Peter ſaid, This is that which was ſpoken by the Pro- 
Phet- Foel, It ſhall come to paſs tm the lafi Dayes (ſanth Ged) that 
1 will pour out of my Spirit upon all Fleſh, and your Song, ' and 
your- Daugbters ſhall Propheſy : Yowr Teung-men ſbat ſee Fiſtons, 
and your Old-men ſhall dream Dreams; and on my Servants, aid 
on my Hand-maids, I will pour out in thoſe dayes of my Spirit, and 
they ſhall Prapbefy, Afts 2. 17, 18. 

Now -it is God that pours out of his Spirit upon all Fleſh, 
by which Sons, Daughters, Young-men, Old-men, Servants, and 
. Hand-maids, have their Viſions, and Propheſies, and —_— 
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And theſe laſt Dayes, are the Dayes of Chr:f, in his Gofpel, 
and New-Covenant. - — 
It is ſaid in the Old-Covenant, That God did pour out of his 
Spirit upon the Houſe of 1ſrael, and the Houfe of Fudah. Burt 
in the Dayes of the New-Covenant of Light and Grace, God 
ured out of his Spirit upon all Fleſh, both Jews and Genriles. 
Now all Fleſh muſt come to the Spirit of God, and be led, and 
guided by it, if they will ſee Chr; heavenly ſpiritual Govern- 
ment and Order: And with this Spirit, to know Chriſt the ſpi- 
ritual Man, to Rule and. Govern in their Hearts, And all that 
by this Spirit are Circumciſed, they Eat of the heavenly Paſs- 
over, or their Bread from Heaven. And all that are Baptized 
with the .Spirit, are Baptized into one Body, and do all Drink. 
into one- Spirit. | y 
So here they are One, in this Spiritual Fellowſhip, which is. 
the True Church-Fellowſhip: which Church 'is the Pillar and 
Ground of Truth, which Chriſt is the Heavenly, and Spiritual 
Head of.; and well He may: For He is the Author of their 
Faith, and the Author of their Light and Eife, Grace and Truth, 
and Spirit, and Goſpel' of Peace and Salvation; by which He 
Rules in the Hearts of His Lizing Members, the Church. And: 
all they that Grieve, Vex, Quench, and Rebel againſt the Spi- 
r:t, comes to be Blind, as the Fews; and wilt not See with their 
Eyes, nor Hear with their Ears, nor Perceive with their Hearts ;. 
and ſuch may profeſs Chriſt in the New-Teftament, and the A- 
poſtles Words, and the Government, and Order of Chriſt; as 
the Few: did profeſs the Old-Feſtament, and- Chrift to come; , 
but they would not Receive Him then, when He was come. 
No more do they now, . that profeſs He is come, -who Vexes,. 
and Quenches His. Spirit, and Grieves it, and Rebels againſt jt, 
and Errs from it. And ſuch are not like to Receive Chriſt in- 
their Heart, nor come into his heavenly Order, and eſtabliſhed 
peaceable Government; as thoſe that are led by the Spirit of 
God, which are the Sons of God, and keeps the Unity of the 
Spirit; which Holy Spirit is the Bond of Peace amorgt all 
Chriſt's Subjects, Lambs, and Sicep, that Feed together in his 
Paſture of Life. For it is God that gives the heavenly Undcr- 
ſtanding of Chriſt's eſtabliſhed Government, and Order. And- 
they that Quench, and Vex, and Rebel againſt the Spirit of | 
God, will Rebel agrinft Chrit's eſtabliſhed Government, and 
Order,. 
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Drder; and his People that are init, -that are led by the Spi- 
rit of Wiſdome and Underſtanding, and a found Mind. . And 
ſuch as will not hear the Spirit of God in themſelves, will nei- 
ther hear God nor.Chriſt, nor his Sheep, nor ſuch as he ſends, 
but Rebel againſt them. : + 

Fourth'y, Now the Goſpel being Preached to, or in every Crea- 
ture under Heaven; which Goſpel is the Power of God to-Sal- 
vation, to every One that Believes: So that all that Receives 
this Goſpel, the Power of God unto Salvation in .their Hearts, 
Reccives Chriſt the Power of God, and his Government; and 
Order in the Power. And Chrift Reigns in their Hearts, .in his 
Power: and ſuch comes into the Goſpel-Order. And they. that 


come to be Heirs of the Goſpel, the Power of God to Salva- . 


tion; are Heirs of Chriſt's peaceable eſtabliſhed Government; 
and are true Subjects to Chriſt's Power, and eſtabliſhed peace- 
able Goverament: And ſo this Goſpel, the Power of God to 
Salvation, is Peaceable, Joyful, and Comfortable, which is the 
Goſpel of Chriſt, the Secoxd Adam the Lord from Heaven, and 
is not called the Goſpel of Old Adam in Transgreffion : And 
this Goſpel, which is tae Power of God unto Salvation ; it keeps 
all that Believes in it, in the Everlaſting Joy, Peace, and Com- 
fort, and in Order; for it is the Everlaſting Goſpel, which brings 
Life, and Immortality to Light z by which they ſee over the De- 
vil, and before he was, that hath Blinded them, and Darkned 
| them from Life and Immortality. So in this Goſpel: that hath 
brought Life, and Immortality to Light in Goa”s People, both 
Men and Women, they are Eſtabliſhed in the Order'of it; in 
which, they do ſerve the Eternal, Everlaſting God of Truth. 
Now all they that do not Receive the Goſpel of Chriſt, the 
Power of God to Salvation, which is Preached to, or in every 
Creature under Heaven, Life and Immortality is not brought to 
Light in them. And ſuch the God of the World: hath Blinded ; 
and ſo they remain Blind under the God of the World ; and ſuch 


are Blind concerning the Order of . the Goſpel, and are ignorant 


of their Salvation, and of that Joy, and Comfort, and Peace of 
the Goſpel ; neither can they ſerve God in the Goſpel, though 
they may profeſs Chriſf, and his Goſpel in words ; yet ſuch hath 
no Comfort of it: And therefore, ſuch as Diſobeys the Goſpel 
of Chriſt, the Power of God to Salvation; and will not Receive 
it, nor Bclicve in it; How car they Receive the Order of the

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\ Goſpel of Chriſt the Heavenly Man, from whence the Goſpel 


comes. to Receive him, to Reign in their Hearts, when they 
will-not Receive his Goſpel, the Power of God to Salvation in 
their Hearts. And again, How can they receive his People, cr 
believe his People that be in the Order of the Goſpel of Chriſt, 
and hath Received'it, and Him in their Hearts, who Diſobeys 
it, and will not Receive it in their own Hearts? Such are not 
like to come into the. Order of the Goſpel * that Diſobeys it. 
Such will Diſobey Chriſt, and will not Regard his People, in 
whom he Reigns, who walk in the Order of his Goſpel, the 
Power of God unto Salvation, 

| Now it's Chriſ# the Second Adam, that Lighteth every Man, 
that cometh into the World, with che Light which is the Life 
in Himſelf; and every One that Believeth in the Light, and be- + 
comes Children of Light, and walks in it; they walk in Unity | 
and Fellowſhip, and in the Order -of the Light, and Govern- 
ment of Chriſt: In ſuch Chrif# doth Reign, And all them that 


hate this Light, and will not come to it, nor believe in it, they 


are Condemned by it. 

Now the Grace of God that brings Salvation, hath appeared 
unto all Men, and all Men that Receives this Grace and Truth 
that is come by Jeſus, they Receive Chriſt from whence it comes, 
in their Hearts; and ſo their Teacher, and their Salvation ; and 
ſo comes into Chriſts Government and Order, .in the Truth, and 
into the Covenant of Grace, And they that hate the Truth, and 
turn the Grace into Wantonneſs, and walk deſpitefully againſt 
the Spirit of Grace, they turn againſt Chriſt his Order and Go- 
vernment, and his Power alſo. 

And God pouring out of his Spirit upon all Fleſh: All that 
are Led by the Spirit of God and Chriſt, are the Sons of God ; 
and fuch are Hearers of Chriſt*s ſpiritual: Order and Govern- 
ment. And they that quench the Spirit of God, and Rebels a- 
Sainſt it; Rebels againſt Chrit®s Order and Government, and 
him in his People; and their ſpiritual Fellowſhip, and the Go- 
ſpel of Salvation being Preached to every Creature under Hea- 
ven; which Goſpel, is the Power of God Every Creature under 
Heaven muſt Receive this Goſpel in thcir Hearts, if they Re- 
ceive Chriſt and his Government, and his Order of the Goſpel, 
and Him to Rule in their Hearts. h 

And all you that have Received it, have Received the Com- 
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fort of it; and thoſe that Diſobey, and Rebel againſt the Go- 
ſpel, the Power of God; ſuch Diſobeys, and Rebels againſt God 
and Chriſt, and his Government, and” his People, which are- in 
the Order of the.Goſpel, the Power of God, And asit is ſaid; 
Chriſt is in you, except you be Reprobates; and all that Re- 
ceives Chriſt in them, it is by his Light, which is the Life in 


' him, and the Grace and Truth that comes by: Jeſus; andthe 
Faith that he is the Author of, and his Spirit and Goſpel, 'This | 


they muſt Receive in their. Hearts, if they Receive Chriſt in then. - 

And Chriſt faid to his Diſciples and Followers, That. He 
would ſend them the Spirit of Truth, the Comforter, which 
ſhould proceed from the Father, and the Son, which ſhould Lead 
them into all Truth. And he ſhould Regrove the World of their 


Sin, Righteouſneſs, and Judgment : So that which .Leads the Be-- 


lievers, and - Diſciples of Chriſt into all Truth, and is their Com- 
forter; is the Reprover of the World of their Sin, Righteouſ- 
neſs, and Judgment. 'So here that which is. the Worlds Reprover; 
is the Sainrs Comforter, and Leader into all Truth; and ſo into- 
all true Fellowſhip, and true Liberty, And ſo this Holy Spirit: 
and Comforter, does not proceed from Old: Adam, nor. none of 
his Followers ; but from the Father, and the Sono, And. ſo eve. 
ry One is to have Oyl io your own Lamps from-the Heavenly 


Olive-Tree, that your Lamps may Burn alwayes, both night and 


day in your Tabernacles, looking to your High-Prieff, who wilt 
Feed your Lamps with Heavenly Oyl. | 


And every One have Heavenly Salt in your ſelves to Savour- 


withal, what is Earthly, and what is Heavenly; and what (is 
ſrom Below, and what is from Above; and what is out of the- 
Truth, and what is in the Truth. 

And that every. One may keep their own Vine in their own 
Garden, and their own Lilly in their own Field, or Orchard ; 
which Lilly doth exceed Solomon in all his Glory: And every 
one have the Word of Faith in their Hearts and Mouths, to O- 
bey, and do, which will SanRtiſy, and make you Holy, and to 


Reconcile you to God. oy ;
